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DETAILED ACTION

"Not Applicable" should follow the section heading:

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT 

. (e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program

invention. This item may also be titled "Background Art." 

(g) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief summary or 
general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1.73. The summary is 
separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather 
than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
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Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 608.01(f). 
A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set forth in 37 CFR 1.74.

Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the 
art, they should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

\ Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification as is presented is difficult to understand since it seems to be a 
translation from a foreign application. The Examiner fails to understand how the system works. 
Furthermore, it is claimed that there is one pylon that can send signals to another pylon via an 
antenna but only one pylon can do this. How does it do this? What is a signal cabling? What is 
a converting signal and how does it do that? What does "vice versa" mean in page 4? In claim 
2, is the pylon a countermeasure pod? The applicant is advised to review the whole application 
to describe the invention that one skilled in the art would be able to understand. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lighton in 
view of Dahl or Cronkhite et al. 

Lighton discloses an aircraft having pylons to carry important parts to accomplish its 
mission. However, Lighton is silent on the use of antenna to transmit signals from pylons to 
pylojis. However, Dahl or Cronkhite et al teaches that the use of antenna to transmit signals 
from one part to another part on an aircraft is well known in the art. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to have used antennas in Lighton' s 
system as taught by Dahl or Cronkhite et al to allow the aircraft to transmit information so that 
the aircraft can operate with greater situational awareness. 

Re claim 2, as best understood, the pylons are capable of perform tasks simultaneously. 

Re claims 3 and 4, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to have used the 
claimed signal frequency to allow better transfer of information and to prevent information from 
being stolen. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
